Reasons for Allowance 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter; the prior art fails to teach or render obvious the limitation of independent claims. 
The Applicant has claimed a commerce system for payment over the internet. 

Independent claim 45 discloses a commerce system for payment over the 
internet with "an online account being credited with an amount of value, 
without a credit card, debit card, or bank account, by receiving value information from a 
pre-paid system smart card issued by the system payment solutions provider" 

Independent claim 52 discloses a method for a shopper to merchant e-commerce 
payment wherein "an online account being credited with an amount of value, 
without a credit card, debit card, or bank account, by receiving value information from a 
pre-paid system smart card issued by the system payment solutions provider". 

The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the 
allowed claims(s). 
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The closest prior art Guerreri (US Pub No. 2002/005591 1 A1) teaches a system 
and method for controlling online purchases using an online account and discloses a 
system capable of purchasing goods or services online; a merchant capable of selling 
goods or services on line and a third party payment system for completing an online 
transaction without the shopper using a credit card, debit card or bank account for the 
online transaction. 

The closes prior art Tribune Business News (NPL; British Post Office 
Investigates Methods of Providing Cheaper Utility Bills) which teaches a Post Office 
card which enables customer to directly set up debits from their accounts. 
Claims 45-53 are allowed because Guerreri and Tribune Business News references as 
discussed above as the closest prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a 
commerce method or system for payment over the internet with "an online account 
being credited with an amount of value, without a credit card, debit card, or bank 
account, by receiving value information from a pre-paid system smart card issued 
by the system payment solutions provider" 

While Guerreri clearly teaches an online payment system and method wherein 
the user is not required to access a credit card, debit card or bank account, Guerreri 
does not teach "an online account being credited with an amount of value, without 
a credit card, debit card, or bank account, by receiving value information from a 
pre-paid system smart card issued by the system payment solutions provider".
